I Continuation of 3. NOTE: The incorporation of "extra component (d) a peroxide " into parent Clainns 1, 15 and 18 is recongnized. It is 
noted that parent Claim 18 is further amended to use a peroxide curable component as the previously amended parent Claims 1 and 15. 
It is clearly a new narrow down from the original parent claims which use only a curable component (b) and a peroxide (d) is not 
required. The Examiner has throughly studied pages 5-12 of Remarks. However, it stilt does not place the application for allowance 
after final action because: 



Since Applicants' amended curable composition is in the presence of both a peroxide curable component (b) and a peroxide (d) for 
ail three parent Claims 1. 15 and 18, the scope of invention has been directed to a true peroxide curable composition. As discussed 
earlier, primary reference Paglia's polymer contains many types of cure-sites but is only directed to UV curing system at room 
temperature while hemolytic or heterolytic heat-induced decomposition of peroxide compound Is not suggested; other primary reference 
Brinati is silent about adding "a cure site moiety" in the course of copolymerization. The secondary reference Araki has clearly taught 
that the cure site in nitrile-, bromine- or iodine-containing monomers can be slowly cured with peroxide even at low temperature. 



A check and/or search is therefore needed to see previous two 103(a) rejections are still sustained or not. If it is not. it may need to 
combine with other reference(s) for obviousness rejection. In order to be fully distinguished from the prior art, unexpected results may 
be needed (the Applicants may have already provided but it need to be confirmed). The Examiner would also point out that a further 
search may be needed with focus on curable composition using a peroxide compound in this regard. 



In summary, a new consideration and/or search is thereby required to be sure of a peroxide (d) and a peroxide curable component 
(b) are both existed in the composition. Additionally, a linking motivation between the involving prior art on the use of peroxide (d) as 
additional limitation needs to be checked. 
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
